~ BAPTISTS GATHER. 


To Attend Three Big Conventions of 


Denomination in Philadelphia. 


Baptists from many lands will as- 
semble in Philadelphia this week to 


attend three big conventions to con- 
sider denominational matters and to 
promote unity and efficiency in efforts 
to evangelize the world. 

The northern Baptist ‘convention, 
representing more than a million and 
a quarter Baptists in northern United 
States, holds a six-day meeting. The 
general convention of the Baptists of 
North America, representing the en- 
tire United States and Canada, will 
hold a single session on June 19. The 
Baptist World Alliance will open its 
sessions on June 19, and will meet 
daily until the 25th. The last meet- 
ing of the latter body was held in Lon- 
don in 1905. 

In the three conventions some of 
the best known Baptists in the world 
are expected to speak. Chief interest 
is expected to center in the visit of 
the foreign delegations, consisting of 
about 300 from Great Britain and 
about 100 from the continent. 


TO APPOINT EVANS. 


Will Be Named Adjutant General of 
Georgia Guard. 

Gen. Clement A. Evans, prison com- 
missioner, former commander-in-chief 
of the United Confederate Veterans, is 
to be appointed adjutant general of 
the Georgia national guard as soon as 
Goy.-elect Hoke Smith goes into’the 
executive office. 

Gov, Smith himself made the pros- 
pective appointment public Friday 
morning, confirming the rumors which 
have been current since last Saturday 
that Gen. A. J. Scott, present adjutant 
general, would not be reappointed. 

In his statement publishing the fact, 
Gov. Smith says he offered the posi- 
tion of adjutant general to Gen. Evans 
four years ago—which was when Gov. 
Smith went into office for his first 
term-—but that the general declined it 
then. The governor states that he has 
again tendered the position to Gen. 
Evans, and that the general has 
agreed to accept it. 

This creates a vacancy in the prison 
commission. As to who will fill it, 
Gov. Smith is silent.

Hlba was a town of two to three 
hundred people in 1897. The 
first news of importance that was 
published by The Clipper was the 
announcement that & contrac’ 
had been let fort’ 9 building of 
the South-Western Alabama Rail- 
road, froma point near Newton 
to Elka. This contract was let 
to the late W. F. Vandiver, of 
Montgomery, who sub-let 16 to 
Abercrombie & Williams. Nego- 
tiations about the procuring of a 
railroad for Elba had been in pro- 
gress for several years.

every body in and near Elba was 
very happy over the occurrence.

There were great hopes for Elba 
in those days. No one here would 
have swapped property for sim1- 
lar property at Troy or Dothan. 
Elba was to be the metropolis of 
the Wire-Grass. The town was 
certain to grow, no one dcubted 
that. The two young men who 
set up The Clipper had little 
doubt but that they would be 
running a daily inside a short 
time. Cotton mills were the main 
thing we Elba people dreamed of 
in those days, cotton mulls that 
would come from Col. Guyt. Mc- 
Lendon, Mr. Plant or J. W. Co- 
mer, or some one, we felt sure.

Along in the summer of 1897 
Capt. A.J. Smith, Col. J. W. 
Comer, H. M. Comer and others 
passed through Hlba ona ‘thack,”’ 
They spent the night at the old 
Elba Hotel. We all knew that 
H.M. Comer, who was then the 
President of the Central Railroad, 
was viewing ont a way to bring 
the Central Railroad into Elba, 
and was also down to take stock 
with his brothers, J. W. Comer 
and J, F. Comer, in a million dol- 
Jar cotton mill. H.M. Comer 
was, besides being president of 
the Central, a millionaire cotton 
mill magnate. J. W. Com>r was 
purchasing agent of the Central, 
and they were brothers of An i, 
Comer, then a large owner of Elba 
real estate and river frontage, 
since largely acquired by J. W. 
Comer. ‘Comer’? was a big word 
to people of Elba long before the 
vise of the political star of a mem- 
ber of that family.

Few Local Acts. 


The local acts of the Legislature 
of 1900-01 made a mammoth vol- 
umn of about ten times the size 
of the general acts of the same 
session. ‘To such extent bad local 
legislation gone that it was the 
nim of the makeis of the consti- 
tion of 1901 to make it difficult to 
pass local Jaws, and on many sub- 
jects that had been fruitful pro- 
ducers of local laws, positive pro 
hibitions of legislation of any- 
thing except general nature were 
written in the Constitution of 
1901, 


In 1908 the local laws shrank to 
about the same bulk as the gener- 
al laws, which ratio was main- 
tained in 1907. This year of 1911 
the local acts made a volumn only 
half the size of the volumn con- 
taining the general laws. Gov. 
O’Neal was chairman of the com- 
mittee on local legislation of the 
Constitution Convention, and i 
is noteworthy that the local acts 
become less numerous than the 
general acts for the first time dur- 
ing his service as governor. 

Local laws are almost wholly 
bud. They are provokers of strife, 
turmoil! and litigation and all the 
ends that are sought to be served 
b;them could by be served well 
drawn general laws. We hope the 
state may never again be pledged 
with a mass of hastily drawn, 
recklessly passen local laws.

FAVOR DIRECT ELECTIONS. 


Borah Resolution Passes Senate by 
Vote of 64 to 24, 

A Washington, D. C., dispatch says: 
By a yote of 64 to 24, the senate pass- 
ed the Borah resolution proposing a 
change in the Pederal constitution so 
as to provide for a direct election of 
United States senators. All the South- 
ern Democrats, with the exception of 
Senator Clarke, of Arkansas, voted 
ugainst the adoption of the Bristow 
amendment, which is almost identical 
with the Sutherland amendment intro- 
duced last year, and which proposed 
to lodge in congress the power to con- 
trol the time, places and manner of 
electing senators. 

Tie Bristow amendment was finally 
acopted, however, Following a dead- 
lock, when the vote stood 44 and 44, 
Vice-President Sherman cast his vote 
for the amendment. 

Senators Bacon and Terrell, of Geor- 
fia, voted against the original resolu- 
tion and later voted against it when 
the Bristow amendment had been tack- 
ed onto it.

Kepublicans. 

The resolution will have to go back 
to the house for concurrence in the 
Senate amendment, and must then be 
ratified by three-fourths of the states 
before it becomes effective as a part of 
the constitution.

Mrs. Noah and her sister waded into 
the stream when the two Ellis girls 
were near shore and in the excitement 
of the moment forced Nancy Ellis to 
release her hold on her charge. ‘The 
latter swam to shore, but the others 
were caught in the undercurrent and 
drowned,

Be Sixty Per Cent. 


The Clipper outfit was moved 
from Ozark to Elba on teams, 
and Pea River was crossed on a 
flat-boat at the Rushing eddy, the 
bridge having been down some 
time. In the summer of 1907 thea 
start was made on the splendid 
above high water mark iron bridges 
which the county has. Thore had 
been two iron bridges prior to that 
time, but they were not high 
bridges, aud one had been badly 
damaged, and the other washed 
away by high water. The com- 
missioners court had decided that 
it would be economy inthe long 
tun to build iron bridges, and 
build them without any-_pillars or 
‘support in the streams and above 
high water. The first bridge thus 
built was the present Pea River 
bridge. 


In a sweeping letter, Governor 
O’Neal has instructed the Alaba- 
ma tax commissioner, through its 
ageccies, to demand the assecas- 
ment of real and personal proper- 
ty in every county in Alabama at 
60 per cent of itscash value. The 
chief executive declared that it is 
well known that the average as- 
sessment of property in this etate 
is leas than this amount. He 
called attention tothe provision 
of the newrevenue bill requiring 
that all taxable property oe as- 
sessed at 60 per cent. 

Should the commissioners court 
or board of revenue decline to in- 
crease these assessments, the gov- 
ernor suggests that vounty tax 
commissioners be instraoted to 
take appeals as authorized by 
law. 

The governor declares that ‘‘we 
should no longer tolerate assess- 
ments that are less than 60 per 
cent of the reasonable values of 
property.”’ 

‘In view of the condition of the 
treasury,’’ says the governor, ‘I 
suggest that your board urge ey- 
ery county tax commissioner to 
use every proper effort to secure 
an assessment for the full amount 
now required by law,”’ 

Letter of Governor. 

The letter of the governor to 
the tax commissioners follows, 
which was written on Monday 
and given out on Wednesday 
night:

For 
years it has been maintained that 
much real estate has not been as- 
sessed nearly as high as it chould 
be.

Britons Preparing to Witness 
| Gorgeous Ceremony, 


LONDON CROWDED TO LIMIT 


|) At Least 100,000 Americans Are in 
the English Capital to Witness the 
Coronation—60,000 Soldiers Along 
Route. 


A London dispatch says: The ar- 
rival of the king and queen at Buck- 
ingham palace really was the begin- 
ning of the great series of pageants 
which is to mark the coronation of 
George and Mary, which will oulmi- 
nate with the formal crowning at 
Westminster Abbey Thursday, In the 
presence of what will be perhaps the 
most brilliant assemblage in the his- 
tory of the country. 

The route of the royal progress 
from Buckingham palace to Wenat- 
minster Abbey is literally one mass 
of stands and scaffolding. In the 
seven miles to be traversed there are 
not Jess than 1,400 stands, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 760,000. As many 
more people will view the procession 
from the sidewalks and the windows 
along the route will accommodate a 
half-million more, so that fully 2,000,- 
000 people will see their majesties 
and thetr entourage. 

60,000 Soldiers Along Route. 

In addition to the whole London 
police force, the route will be lined 
by 60,000 soldiers under the command 
of Field Marshal Lord Kitchener, 

In the cathedral there will be 6,000 
who will actually see the coronation 
of the king and queen. Of these forty 


are members of the royal family, 250, 
foreign rulers and representatives of: 


foreign states, 1,450 peers and peer- 
esses, 670 members of parliament, 300 
members of the diplomatic corps, 
privy councillors, bishops and judges, 
600 official colonial representatives 
and 730 officers of the army and navy, 
king’s councillors and members of the 
royal household. 

London is jammed almost to the 
limit, and thousands are pouring into 
the city every hour. It is estamated 
that there are not less than 0,000 
Americans here, and this number is 
likely to be largely increased before 
the coronation. London shopkeepers 
are looking for something like $30,- 
000,000 American dollars to be left 
here by these visitors,
